dear Mr. Kuznesof : 

THheh I called at your office at* your request you said you 
had been instructed to ask me: -whether I would be willing, if given 
the opportunity, to purge myself of contempt by now surrendering to 
the Buchanan Committee a 'list of the hakes of the contributors and 
book purchasers called for in its subpoena? 

I told' you that it was impossible for me to do so, if for 
no other reason, because the so-called Buchanan Committee is no 
longer in existence. I said further that I wouldmake a more 
complete answer, by letter, so that my position could not be mis- 
understood. 

l&r attorneys have since advised me that my technical re- 
sponse "is sufficient, and that I am under no obligation to make an 
additional explanation. 

Nevertheless, I am of the opinion that the Court is entitled 
to know my attitude* 

I do submit, hoyrever, that your question, as you put it, is 
not pertinent to my situation; Neither the Congress, as such, nor 
any Committee of the Cohgressj has made any lawful demand upon me 
for anything. She subpoena to vrfiich you referred was illegal, having 
been issued by Mr. Buchanan without prior Committee authorization. ' 
Members of the Buchanan Committee" and other members of Congress have 
publicly declared the subpoena to have been illegally issued. There 
has been no judicial determination to the contrary. 

To make your question fit the facts and circumstances in my ; 
case it would have to be rephrased to ask: "If given the opportunity, 
would you purge yourself by making available to the Communist enemies 
of our country the names of the* good, patriotic 'Americans who supported 
your campaign against Communism, as called for in the subpoena issued 
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in the name of the Buchanan Committee by its Communist-sponsored 
Chairman^ at the instance of agents and dupes of the Communist 
conspiracy to overthrow the Government of the United States?" 

In suggesting that the question be put in this form I am 
not trying to be captious, or' smart. I simply desire to emphasize 
the true situation in my case, vfaich no citation by Congress, no 
indictment and no jury verdict, can change. 

Buchanan's demand for the names of contributors to the 
Constitutional Educational League's campaign against Communism, and 
for the names of purchasers of our anti-Communist books, was made 
as part of a continuing Communist conspiracy which dates back fourteen 
years to 1937, when the head of a Communist spy ring, in his capacity 
as Chief Counsel of the so-called LaFollette Committee, first caused 
a Congressional subpoena to be issued calling for the names of our 
financial supporters. 

Furthermore, there is an abundance* of evidence to show 
that there has been a connecting conspiracy, extending back at least 
eighteen years to 1933j on the part of Communist and Communist-aiding 
elements to use the power and prestige of Congress to interfere with 
and to prevent the exposure of the Communist plot to overthrow our 
Government. 

The persecution to which I am being presently subjected 
stems from this Communist conspiracy to discourage and destroy all 
effective opposition to Communism. 

Unfortunately for me the rules of evidence, and Judicial 
constructions of the law, have thus far prevented me from bringing 
the facts- surrounding this Red conspiracy to the attention of either 
the Court, or the jury* However, since it is the duty* of your' office 
to advise the Court as to every circumstance which has, or had, a 
bearing on my present and past conduct, and since the facilities of 
the Department of Justice and the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
available to assist your office in providing the Court with a true 
picture, I believe that the following data should be called to your 
attention^, so that you may use the facilities at your disposal to 
verify it, and that the Court should be advised of your findings. 

It may seem far-fetched to charge that the Cbmmunists have 
been able to use the power and prestige of Congress for their own 
subversive purposes (in my case as well as in other situations) j but, 
nevertheless, it has happened. Here are the* facts. 

The first instance, to my knowledge, of such rais-use of 
Congressional authority by Communist-aiding outsiders — including 
some of the same identical elements involved in my present case — 
occurred in 193U when a "wanted" ex-convict named Morris Czech, 
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alias Frank Prince, rots permitted to act as "Chief Investigator" for 
the so-called MacCormack-Dickstein Committee, although never officially 
appointed or placed on the Coimnittee^ payroll. He vras an agent of 
the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation, League, and he was sponsored, 
perhaps unwittingly, by the Majority Leader of the House of 
Representatives, Congressman John W*. MacCormack of Massachusetts. 

Czech, or Prince, sabotaged the Committee^ investigation of 
Communism by confining its activity almost exclusively to an ihquiiy 
of Nazi* and Fascist movements, and minimizing the Communist danger. 
In fact, Prince had refused to consider looking into Communist' 
activities until the American Federation of Labor brought its influence 
to bear on Chairman MacCormack. 

V/hen Congress created the so-called Dies Committee in 1937j 
Majority Leader MacCormack, again perhaps unwittingly, suggested to 
Chairman Martin Dies ♦ that Czech, or Prince, be placed in charge of 
the investigation; but Chairman Dies learned of Czech *s criminal 
record and Ahti-Defamatibn League affiliation, and refused to employ 
him. Then Dies made a further investigation, and discovered that 
two investigators "who had been recommended to him by a Government 
agency (not the FBI) were both members of the Communist Party • 
However, despite Chairman Dies* vigilance, an agent of the Communist- 
aiding Anti-Defamation League managed to be appointed to the Committee's* 
staff. He. called himself John Metcalfj but his real riame'was Oberwinder. 
"When Chairman Dies discovered that Metcalf , or Oberwinder,* while an 
investigator for the Dies Committee, was also on the payroll of the 
Anti-Defamation League, Dies discharged hiau 

It was with this background knowledge of Communist finagling 
with Congressional committees that I first was faced with a demand" 
by "Congressional Investigators" for the names of contributors to our 
campaign against Communism. V/hen I refused to comply, the so-called 
IaFollette Committee issued a subpoena calling for production of the 
names. 

'However, I never was given ah opportunity to challenge the 
subpoena. Week after week, -the Committee postponed the -date of my 
appearance. I'wired the President of the Senate, John N. Garner J 
.demanding* the, right to be heard. * I appeared at a public hearing* and 
the Committee refused to hear me, probably because, in a public' 
statement addressed to the Committee, and released to the press, I 
promised to prove that the "Committee's activities' are the culmnation 
of a conspiracy entered into between John L# Lewis, representatives 
of Communist and o r ther Red Organizations and the Chairman of the - 
Committee, Senator LaFollette." *Iou will find this statement in the 
Congressional Record of March 29, 1938 ♦ 

Because the LaFollette Committee was authorized to investigate 
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violations of civil liberties, and our activities had been confined 
to the publication of literature exposing Communism, I said also: 
"We challenge (the Committee's) right to conduct an investigation into 
our affairs. We question, likewise, the validity of its subpoena. 
But out of respect for the Senate of the United States, we will 
appear in answer to its summons* We stand ready to answer any and all 
questions pertaining to our activities. We could have no purpose in 
trying to hide them. We are proud of our accomplishments in the 
field of patriotic education." 

Months later, I got a brief note: "Subpoena No. 1082 d.t. 
heretofore served on you has been Ydthdrawn." 

Obviously, somebody in authority connected with the Committee 
was afraid of what I might have had to say; but you need draw no 
inference from the foregoing, because all the facts as to how the 
so-called LaFollette Committee, or to be more correct, the Senate 
Civil liberties Committee, came to be organized, and who ran the 
"Committee", are, available in the files of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation* 

On consulting the FBI files you will find that this alleged 
"Congressional investigation" was not planned by the United States 
Senate, nor by any member of the Senate. It had its inception at 
a fraction meeting of the Communist Party held in the home of Ella 
Winters in Carmel, California . Bie FBI has a full account of how the 
investigation was planned, because one of its agents, posing as a 
Communist, was in attendance at this meeting. Subsequently, another 
meeting of the Communists and their stooges was held at the Cosmos 
Club in Washington at which Senator LaFollette agreed to head the 
investigation, and to appoint John Abt as Chief Counsel. 

Y/hittaker Chambers has since testified under oath that 
John Abt was the head of the original Communist cell organized 
within our Government in 193h 3 and Elizabeth Bentley has testified 
that Abt headed the "Perlo group" in the Communist espionage 
apparatus, and that she met members of the Red spy ring, and received 
stolen secret Government documents from them, in Abt f s New York 
apartment. # , 

The so-called LaFollette Committee was fun by John Abt and 
Charles Kramer, a member of the LaFollette staff. Kramer was also 
named at Congressional hearings as a 'member of the Communist spy ring. 

So, when I was first faced with a Congressional subpoena 
it was not Congress, but these Communist spies who wanted to know 
the names of the good, patriotic Americans supporting our campaign 
against Communism. ~* 
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The second demand for these safe© names came in 1914; when 
the same Communist spy ring leader, John Abt, met in secret session 
with; members of the so-called Anderson Committee and demanded that 
they find out ''where Joe Kamp gets Jiis money? 11 x ► 

I appeared before the .Committee voluntarily. I told the 
Committee I knevr the forces responsible for the Committee's interest 
in our affairs. I .identified Abt. I told the Committee that, Abt' s 
wife, Jessica 1 Smithy was editor of the Moscow-financed, Communist 
propaganda magazine, SOVIET 1 RUSSIA: TODAY. Mrs. Abt had been the wife 
of Harold Ware, who organized the original Communist, cell in the . 
Government, and Abt's sister, Marion. Bachrach, was in charge of 
public relations for the Communist Party, and is now under indictment 
for violation, of, the Smith Act. 

I pleaded with the Anderson Committee to tell me By what 
authority it presumed to demand the names of our contributors, since 
it was authorized only 1 to "investigate political expenditures j and 
\fe had never- engaged in politics, *a"s such. The record will show- 
that Chairman Anderson tried to evade the question, * and then bluntly 
refused to make an answer. Under the circumstances, I , said, 'I could 
..not betray the names* of ,ibk good Americans to the Communists. Furthermore 
I charged that subversive outsiders were manipulating arid meddling 
ih the. affairs of the Committee, and I ,told the Committee that I* * 
could hot cooperate in, what I said was an "attempt to use the Congress 
to further the conspiracy to jSovietize America." 

It is understandable J>hat' the Coiamittee .could not .believe 
my charges — at the time, before there had' been any spy ring exposes, 
they seemed too incredible. So I was cited, .indicted, convicted; and 
sentenced to jail for "contempt of Congress. >" , And in .my recent trial 
the Prosecutor attempted to prejudice the Court against me by calling 
the Court's attention to this, prior conviction. The Prosecutor did. 
not, however, apprise the Couirb of the folloVrihg facts with -which 
he was familiar and which your office can easily verify. 

On, April 21, 191*8, a member of the, Anderson Committee, the, 
late Representative Ralph Church, in a, speech on, the floor of the 
House, rio.t only substantiated the truth of my charges, but added to 
them. He also introduced' a resolution to rescind the citation for 
contempt voted against me, oh the ground that, the citation was, not 
the legal act of the Committee. + 

In his speech Mr« Church declared that he sponsored the 
rescinding Resolution ih an attempt "to rectify?.. an injustice which 
resulted from, the fact ;bhat outsiders .managed somehow to inject 
themselves into the affairs" pf the so-called Anderson '.Committee on 
Campaign Exp.enditinres, of which I was a member." 

Congressman Church told how false information had been 
planted with the Committee, how important testimony had been deleted 
from the printed record without the knowledge of the members of the 
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Committee, and how documents* had been removed from the Committee 1 s 
files* 

(It is significant that during my recent trial the^ Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, in response to a subpoena, reported 
that he was unable to find in the files of the Buchanan Committee 
any of the memoranda called for and which the Court had ruled was 
pertinent to my defense, fae Clerk also disclosed that the transcript 
of the minutes* of the executive meetings of the Buchanan Committee 
were also missing from the files*) 

In h±'s speech,, Mr* Church told the House of Representatives 
that the documents missing from the* Anderson Committee f ilea had 
been taken by one, James JH* Sheldon, whom he accused of having 
manipulated the Anderson Committee for subversive purposes* He named 
Sheldon* as an organizer for the American ^league Against War arid' 
Fascism,, "the largest and most active of the Communist movements 
■which was identified as a subversive Communist front by the 
Department of Justice,* " He said also that Sheldon was a "front" 
for the "International Labor .Defense which Y/as branded as the legal 
am of the Communist Party by former Attorney General Biddle." 

- - 

FBI files on 'JProf*" or "Dr." Sheldon mil, no doubt, show 
also that Sheldon attended an international Communist conference 
behind the Iron Curtain in 191+8, that his organization-, * the so-called 
Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League to Champion Human Rights, 'had been 
financed, at the time' of 'the Anderson Committee hearings, by a 
wealthy alien refugee, and that Sheldon, and his organization, acted 
as fronts for the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation League. 

A memorandum in the files of your Washington officer/ill 
disclose that, following my conviction in this previous case, this 
same James H* Sheldon volunteered to supply your office with a complete 
report on\me and my activities, and that" the offer was turned down 
after the\Department of Justice had advised the Chief Probation 
Officer that Sheldon represented a "pinkish" organization, and that 
if his report was accepted he might claim that he had something to 
do with putting Joe Kamp in jail* \ w * ' 

It would appear from this that the Department of Justice 
was well informed about Sheldon, about his organization and about his 
methods* The Justice Department knew, also, that Sheldon did have 
something to do with the Communist-inspired frame-up which resulted 
in my indictment and conviction,' and which it pressed in spite of 
this guilty knowledge* * 

However^ the Justice Departments belated precaution did 
not stop, Sheldon from boasting about his being responsible for putting 
me In 'jail* On 'Oct* ^20:; 19^0, Sheldon sent a*begging letter to his 
sucker list in which he wrote 
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'TOieriever the League has had the money necessary to 
carry through its investigation to the point of 
* ^securing public exposes and court action, we have 
succeeded. With your help we "will be able to deal 
-with these merchants of evil in 'the same effective 
;way that we dealt with Joseph P* Kamp, now serving 
a sentence in prison. » 

Sheldon was* not alone in claiming credit for my incarceration. 
Walter Winchell, who, before it became popular to be * anti-Communist 1 , 
financed and distributed Cdimnuhist propaganda,, and who, even now, 
acts as a mouthpiece, for the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation League, 
told his radio* audience that he had been working for ten years to 
put me in jail, and that at last, he had succeeded. 

Only a f ew months ago Rex Stout, ■ a former editor and part 
owner of^He Communist weekly, NEW MASSES, and now head of "the so- 
called Friends of Democracy, a front for the Anti-Defamation league 
of B ! nai B*rith, told an audience in Ridgewood, New Jersey, that he 
and his organization were responsible for putting me in jail. 

All three of them. — Sheldon, Wichchell and 1 Stout — were 
telling the truth, because they are all part and parcel of the same 
despicable, un-American conspiracy through which the Communist forces 
have been able to create, influence, infiltrate* and manipulate 
Congressional Committees for their own stealthy, subversive purposes — 
in my case, to destroy effective opposition to Communism. 

It is significant that- these same three individuals and all 
of these same previously mentioned subversive elements were once^ 
again involved in the scheme to use the Buchanan Committee in another 
attempt to secure the names of our good American supporters* There 
was no demand for these names by Congress* Chairman Buchanan was 
acting in" secret, without the knowledge or authority of his own 
Committee, as was clearly demonstrated and admitted by the Prosecution 
at ray trial. 'Chairman Buchanan may have been an innocent dupe j 'but 
he was acting, not for the Congress, but on behalf, and as part,, of 
the Communist-aiding conspiracy which is being detailed in this letter. 

In view of these circumstances, it should be of serious 
interest' to all good Americans, and especially to an investigative * 
agency of an Administration which professes <to be against Communism, 
that Chairman Buchanan, in his home districts before his election to 
Congress, was the head* of a. Red organization, founded by Communist 
spy ring leader John Abt and tlie confessed Communist, lee Pressman, 
an organization branded by the Chairman- of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities as a * cover— up * for the Communist Party conducting 
a 'campaign to destroy the American system of Government* 

It is of added moment that among the organizations openly 
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affiliated with Mr* Buchanan's unit were the Communist-aiding BJnai 
B'rith, the International 'Workers Order, cited as 'subversive and 
Communist* by the Attorney General, and recently disbanded by the 
State of New York because of its Communist identity, the Young 
Communist League of Western Pennsylvania, and five local units of the 
Communist Party. 

Furthermore, Mr* Buchanan owed his election to Congress 
to four leading Communists in his district, two of- whom have since 
been indicted for refusing to tell the Committee on Un-American 
Activities if they are, or were, Communists. And the' Communist 
newspaper, the DAILY WORKER, endorsed "Frank Buchanan, who has a good 
record, particularly in the fight against the Un-American Activities 
Committee." 

So that you may more easily check with the FBI, as to the 
truth of my charges, the four Communists j referred to above as having 
been mainly responsible for the ' selection * of Frank Buchanan' as a 
candidate for Congress, are T. J. Fitspatrick, Frank Pahzio, Joseph 
Godfrey and Albert Smith. And the meeting of the ^Erovisiohal Section 
Committee of the Communist Party at which his* candidacy was initiated 
was held at Creation Hall, McKeesport, Penna., on Nov. 15, 19U6. 

It may or may not be a coincidence that two former aides 
of the, Communists 1 candidates for President, and Vice-President in- the- 
last election were the most important' members of'th^ Buchanan Committee's 
staff. * Lucien Hilmer, Staff* Director, was art" employee of Henry A. 
Wallace, and Jerome Spingarn, in charge of research, was *ih the office 
of Senator Glen H. Taylor. Hilmer had also beep the .attorney' for 
George Shaw Wneeler, the American traitor who, just last year, 
denounced the United States, and* then fled behind the Iron Curtain. 

It was not a coincidence, however, that Louis little was 
named a Committee's Counsel for the sole purpose of "investigating" 
the patriotic organizations the Communists have long been determined 
to destroy, little had' been the attorney for America's leading 
Communist propagandist, John L. Spivak, a, protege of Walter Winchell* 

In«respose to the public invitation by Chairman Buchanan, * 
published in the NEW YORK TIMES, in which he said that the Buchanan 
Committee was holding its public 'hearing* to .give the representatives 
of these patriotic organizations an opportunity "to answer why they 
refused to give our investigators infornation concerning their 
financial angels," I prepared and offereVa statement explaining our 
position, but Chairman Buchanan refused to hear me. 

Tro days later, however, Congressman Clare E. Hoffman of 
Michigan presented my statement to the House of Representatives; and 
it appears in the Congressional Record of June 8, r 19f>0. * Among other 
things it calls, attention to the fact that the Communist-aiding Anti-

Defamation League had its agent on the Buchanan Committee- staff. 
I told the Buchanan Committee: 

"He is your chief counsel* Louis Little ♦ He is a member of 
B'nai B'rith, -which in itself is a reputable fraternal organization 
to which many go.od Americans of the- Jewish faith belong, but, like 
the labor unions and the Government, the B'nai B f rith has been 
infiltrated by Communist .agents. They are' in control* of its committee, 
the Anti-Defamation league of B'nai B*rith,, which does the^ dirty * 
work for the Communists. Aside from its pro-Communist complexion, 
the AritirDef amation , League* is a v vile racket .which promotes hate, 
breeds, intolerance and maintains, its; own; sinister gestapo spy network. 
Respectable Jews, are ashamed of it.. Alert Americans of the Jewish 
faith bitterly denounce it. 

- "It is headed by New York Supreme Court Justice Meier 
Steinbrink, and has .other reputable Trfjidow dressing;* but is made 
up .largely of thieves,> spies, racketeers, and character assassins .... 

"Two, months ago, the B'nai B'rith, of which your .chief 
counsel is a member was given an editorial dressing down by the 
JeY/ish Daily Forward for the 1 pro-Communism 1 ,and 1 libels against 
America 1 which appeared in its monthly magazine. 

"Three months ago, the Anti-Defamation league of B'nai 
B'rith issued its annual report in the form of a smear book which 
made Tjiolent and vicious false attacks against the leading movements 
fighting Communism in the United States. * The book »A MEASURE OF 
FREEDOM 1 , was plugged* day after day by .Walter Winchell. 

•■ * 
"The author of the ,book and the chief director of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith is a man who calls himself Arnold 
Forster. 

"If you can get President Truman to let you look at the 
FBI files, ,ybu will discover that 1 Popster's* right name is Fastenberg, 
and that he was a member, of the Coimnunist spy ring." 

Your office, unlike Congress, does not have to ask President 
!&umari's permission to get the FBI's information on Arnold Forster. 
FBI reports ( are available to you for ttie purpose of advising the 
Court in matters pertaining to cases within the Courtis jurisdiction. 

If 

Because it was of no direct concern to. the Buchanan Committee 
I did not call attention, in jay statement, to the fact that letters 
and, documents stolen from my files were quoted in Forster 1 s report. 
It is of interest in this matter, however, because during my recent 
trial an attempt was made to introduce in evidence photostats of other 
letters and documents (one of which had been forged), which the 
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Prosecution 'is witness brazenly declared he knew had been stolen * 
from ,my files . (The Prosecutor 1 s; witness, Benedict P. Fitzgerald, 
Jr., who had been counsel to the Buchanan Committee, had received 
his appointment through the good* of f ices, of Majority Leader John 
W. MacCormack, again unwittingly, no doubt* ). Although the Court 
excluded the photostats of the stolen documents, the incident is of 
significance, because of their obvious source, and the attempt to 
*use them in furtherance of the Communist conspiracy indicated herein. 

In my statement I also told the Buchanan Committee how the 
ihf ormation secured by its investigators was being used in an attempt 
to destroy *or* interfere with the efforts of patriotic organizations . 
by killing off their financial support I charged that the Friends 
of Democracy was already bpasting that it had the names of contributors 
to organizations' which the Buchanan Committee was then investigating* 
I cited sr confidential memorandum sent by the ,Friends of Democracy to 
its principal supporters* I told the Committee:* 

"This memorandum was sent out after your investigators had started 
going through the files ,of at least two of, the organizations named. 
It is significant to me that this miscalled Friends of Democracy 
was able to boast to its supporters that ! a list of such contributors 
Had been obtained ^and Friends- of Democracy* is in the midst of a 
project of approaching these contributors.. .Letters are being sent 
to the boards of directors, of the corporations .Some of the. meetings 
of the boards of directors of these big corporations jhave 'already been 
attended . . • Y/hen this project is completed, Friends of Democracy 
is certain that 70 to 75 percent of the, support of these subversive 
groups wiil be* eliminated. 1 , 

TOote that word Subversives' which this outfit is applying 
to reputable patriotic and business organizations which only endeavor 
to uphold, defend, and protect the' American way of life — organizations 
such as the Constitutional Educational League, the Freedoms Foundation, 
the National Industrial Conference Board, the -Committee for Constitutional 
Government, America's Future, Constitution^ and Free .Enterprise 
Foundation, the Foundation for Economic Education and the National 
Association of Manufacturers ♦» 

lest* there be any question as tq the kind of "subversive"* 
organizations the Friends of Democracy' was determined to put out % of 
business, let me recall, as an .example, that /the chief sponsor of 
Freedoms Foundation is General Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

As for Friends of Democracy, I have alrea<ty identified its'

had V observing that 17 members of its National Committee .have a 
total of 191 Communist-front citations in* the files pf the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, including 5U affiliations with organizations 
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designated as 'subversive and Communist • by the Attorney .General* 

There is*. one other development which, while it may be ,a 
matter solely for the consideration of the Court, is nevertheless 
pertinent- to the subject of this letter, as. a further indication; 
of the lengths to "which the subversive elements 'will go in order 
to achieve their dishonorable and disloyal ends* During the f our 
days of ny trial the Prosecutor and the. Prosecutor's witness -were, 
in constant consultation, right in the Court* room, with the attorney 
for, and director of the Washington office, of the Anti-Defamation 
league. 

It may be perfectly proper for, the Government Prosecutor, 
William, Hitz, to accept the advice and counsel of more competent 
legal talent) but it is noteworthy that the attorney in this instance, 
one, Herman Edelsberg, was a member of the National LaYyers Guiid^ 
a Communist front cited by the Committee on' Un-American Activities 
as "the foremost legal bulwark of the' Communist Party, its front 
organizations, and controlled unions", and which "since its inception 
has never failed to rally to the legal defense of the Communist 
Party and individual members thereof, .including known espionage agents." 

Before his appointment as the Washington director of the 
Anti-Defamation League, Herman Edelsberg w^s; thrown out as Counsel 
of the United Gas, Coke and Chemical Workers, CIO, because of his 
Communist connections., His wife, incidentally, was a member of the 
Washington* Book shop, cited as * subversive, and Communist 1 by the 
Attorney General. 

At the beginning of ray trial a member of the jury panel, 
one li/man "Goldblatt, admitted membership in B ! nai B^rith, and 
characterized the Anti-Defamation league as -"our organization." 
As a. result he 7/as stricken from the jury., -But he remained in the 
court room during the entire trial, conferred .constantly with Herman 
Edelsberg, and was seen talking with f ive^ different members of ny 
juiy *at various times during ,the trial;,. Whether he said anything 
that may have influenced the jury against me may never be known.

This circumstance, however, is one vvvhich fits into the pattern 
of what can happen when an honest .citizen dares champion an un-popular 
cause , -7 such as defending the United States, of .America from its 
enemies within. 

In the light of all the foregoing facts, Yfhich are only a 
small part of what I could set forth,- your question, regardless of 
how it is phrased, amounts to just this: If given the opportunity 
(and in order to escape, a prison sentence) would I be willing to 
surrender to this Communist conspiracy, and deliver to these enemies 
of our country the names of its courageous supporters and defenders 
so that they may be Kafrassed, reviled and persecuted?

ISy answer is an emphatic, NO. 

Not if I spend the rest of ay life in jail. 

You asked me another question: If given the opportunity, 
would I accept probation, instead of a jail sentence? 

I "was faced -with that question once before' when these same 
Communist conspirators, arid their dupes arid stooges, brought about 
my first conviction for contempt of Congress* The Court, the Prosecutor, 
the Chief Probation Officer arid my own attorney tried to prevail 
upon me to accept probation in order to keep from going to jail. 

At that timeT told the * Court: "If Tour Honor please, I 
hesitate to accept probation because it would imply that I have not 
been a good citizen, that I have done something -wrong, that I ,need 
to be rehabilitated.

l$r attitude oh probation has not changed. 

' This time, however,, there" is no need* 'for the Court to be 
under any misapprehension as to the truth, because I s ' am giving you 
ihb facts herein, facts which can easily be substantiated (or disproved)^ 

the FBI. And it is your duty to advise the Court in the circumstances. 

I submit, * in answer to your question, that, if the charges I 
'have made are true, then, in spite of any jury verdict, and regardless 
of any other legal consideration, it would be against public policy 
to put a citizen in jail for having done his patriotic duty to his 
country. It would be doing in America- what our hated enemies, the 
Communists^ are doing and have done behind the Iron Curtain, to good 
Americans like Robert Voegler and Bill patis. 

Furthermore, it, would put the stamp of judicial approval 
on' the control and manipulation of Congressional Committees, by outside 
elements, for subversive purposes. 

I am positive that the Court will not condone a Communist 
frame-up, and will not permit the Communists to use the judiciary, as 
they have used the Congress, for their otoi treasonable ends'*;

DETAILS: 



The Bureau is in receipt of a communication dated 
August 22, 1951* from Kamp on the stationery of the GEL with 
which he encloses a copy of a letter directed to the United 
States Probation Officer in New York City which* according to 
Kamp, cites "certain evidences of a Communist conspiracy to use 
the power and prestige of Congress for subversive purposes." 
He states the purpose of furnishing a copy to this Bureau* is due 
to the fact that much of his information can be verified by 
Bureau records. The enclosure to Kamp 9 s ^communication consists 
of thirteen typewritten pages submitted by Kamp under oath. 
At the outset of his letter he refers to the, fact that he was 
asked if he would be willing to purge himself of contempt by 
now surrendering to the Buchanan Committee a list of the names 
of the contributors and book purchasers called for in the subpoena. 
The enclosure consisted thereafter of a diatribe composed of such 
statements as "...despicable, un-American conspiracy through 
which the Communist forces have been able to create, influence, 
infiltrate and manipulate Congressional Committees for their own 
stealthy, subversive purposes.. " and "the persecution to 
which I am being presently subjected stems from this Communist 
conspiracy to discourage and destroy all effective opposition to 
Communism." In elaborating upon this theme, Kamp details his 
experience with Congressional Committees in an effort to prove" 
his point and frequently states information in the Bureau files 
will substantiate his allegations.

The Bureau and the New York Office are advised that a check of the 
records of the Clerk's Office, Criminal Division, Ifaited States District 
Court for the District of Columbia, Crimnal Docket #178850, reflects that 
the latest entry posted on the docket, dated October 12, 19f>l> reflects 
that the defendant, KAMP, made a motion for judgment of acquittal or alternative 
for new trial. On the same date, a motion for new trial was granted by Judge 
BURNITA MATTHEWS. 

In connection with the granting of the new trial to the defendant, 
it is noted that the "Washington Post!* of- October 13, V)$\ contained a news 
release to the effect that JOSE &H P MKAMP wa s granted^a new trial on October 12, 
19£L on a contempt of Co;igresp charge, which grew.out of his refusal to give 
investigators records of th( TConstitutional Educational League, The news- 
paper account reflected that the new trial was granted because Judge BURNITA 
MATTHEWS feared that KAMP*s right to an impartial jury *^as denied him. It 
appears that when KAMP was put to trial, a juror, JOHN, ^XbABCHAK, sent word 
to Judge MATTHEWS that he knew a man resembling KAMP in* Brooklyn twenty years 
ago i# The newspaper story advised that when it was learned KAMP never resided 
in Brooklyn, BABCHAK was ordered to remain on the jury* 

The newspaper article then points out that defense attorney JOHN J. 
7/ILSON produced evidence on October 12, V)$L indicating that during the trial, 
BABCHAK told another juror the man in Brooklyn had engaged in propaganda 
activities for the Nazis. The article further continued that BABCHAK had # 
asserted that even at the present time he could not be certain KAMP was not 
the person he had in mind. The newspaper article then concluded, advising syyt'f 
that Judge MATTHEWS indicated she lacked assurance that the KAMP jury was 
impartial. No new trial date was set for KAMP,

On the advice of the President, Mr. Steelman refused 
to appear in answer to a legal subpena properly served. 
The refusal was a direct violation of a Federal statute. 

That clay the iron curtain was drawn by Mr. Truman 
over his own activities when he attempted to exercise 
his influence in behalf of a Communist-controlled union. 

The foregoing, all a matter of record, is but one 
specific instance of an attempt to suppress a free press 
and free speech.

As a preliminary to that effort and so that the Mem- 
bers of the House can acquaint themselves with some of 
the allegations put forth by Mr. Kamp, I am reading his 
statement for your consideration. This statement is his 
statement, not mine. It is his letter to the probation 
officer written after his conviction but before the setting 
aside of the verdict. 

To comply with the rules of the House, I have deleted 
the names of certain individuals mentioned in this state- 
ment.

My Dear Mr. Kuznesof : When I called at your office at your 
request you said you had been instructed to ask me whether I 
would be willing, if given the opportunity, to purge myself of 
contempt by now surrendering to the Buchanan committee a list 
of the names of the contributors and book purchasers called for 
in its subpena. 

I told you that it was impossible for me to do so, if for no other 
reason because the so-called Buchanan committee is no longer in 
existence. I said further that I would make a more complete 
answer, by letter, so that my position could not be misunderstood. 

My attorneys have since advised me that my technical response 
is sufficient, and that I ;.m under no obligation to make an addi- 
tional explanation. 

Nevertheless. I am of the opinion that the court is entitled to 
know my attitude. 

I do submit, however, that your question, as you put it. is not 
pertinent to my situation. Neither the Congress, as such, nor 
any committee of the Congress, has made any lawful demand 
upon me for anything. The subpena to which you referred was 
illegal, having been issued by Mr. Buchanan without prior com- 
mittee authorization. Members of the Buchanan committee and 
other Members of Congress have publicly declared the subpena 
to have been illegally issued. There has been no judicial deter- 
mination to the contrary. 

To make your question tit the facts and circumstances in my 
case it would haw to he rephrased to ask : "If given the opportu- 
nity, would yon purge yourself by making available to the Com- 
munist enemies of our country the names of the good, patriotic 
Americans who supported your campaign again<t communism, as 
called for in tin* suhpona issued in the name of The Buchanan 
committee by it< Ctunmuni<t-spon*ored chairman, at the instance 
of agents and dupes of the Communist conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government of the United States?*' 

In suiruesting that 'the question be put in this form I am not 
trying to be captious, or smart. I simply desire to emphasize the 
true situation in my case, which no citation by Congress, no 
indictment, and no jury verdict can change.

Unfortunately for ; me the rules of evidence, and judicial < 
structions of the law, have thus far prevented ne from brinj 
the facts surrounding this Red conspiracy to the attentior 
either the court, or the jury. However, since t is the dut: 
your office to advise; the court as to every circumstance wi 
has, or had, ja bearing on my present and past conduct, and si 
the facilities of the Department of Justice and the Federal 
reau of Investigation are available to assist y(ur office in j 
viding the c^urt with a true picture, I believe tl at the follow 
data should ;be called to your attention, so that you may use 
facilities at your disposal to verify it, and that the court she 
be advised of your findings. 

It may seem far-fetched to charge that the Communists h 
been able to mse the power and prestige of Congress for their c 
subversive purposes fin my case as well as in other situation 
but, nevertheless, it has happened. Here are tie facts: 

The first fnsrance,, to my knowledge, of such misuse of c 
gressional authority by Communist-aiding outsiders— indud 
some of th0 same identical elements involvec in my pres 
case— occurred in 1934 when a wanted ex-convi?t named Mo 
Czech, alias 1 Frank Prince, was permitted to act as chief in 1 
tigator fur the so-called McCormack-Dickstein committee, 
though never officially appointed or placed on the eommitt 
payroll. He was anj agent of the Commnnist-f iding Anti-I> 
matiou I^a^ue, andjhe was sponsored, perhaps; unwittingly 
■the majority leader of the House of Representatives, Congr 
man John W. McCormack, of Massachusetts. 

Czech, or 1 Prince. Sabotaged the committee's investigate 
communism by confining its activity almost exclusively to ai 
quiry of Na?t and Fascist movements, and minimizing the C 
munist danger. In fact. Prince had refused to 
into Communist activities until the Americf 
Labor brought its influence to bear. 

When Congress created the so-called Dies committee in 1 
it was suggested to Chairman Martin Dies that Czech, or Pri 
be placed iji charge of the investigation; but Chairman ] 
learned of Czech's criminal record and Anti-Defamation Lei 
affiliation, and refused to employ him. Then Dies made a fur 
investigation and discovered that two iuvestiga ors who had 1 
recommended to him by a Government agency (not the F 
were both members of the Communist Party. However, des 
Chairman Dies' vigilance, an agent of the Oonrmnist-ai 
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Anti-Defamation League managed to be appointed to the com- 
mittee's staff. He called himself John Metcalf, but his real name 
was Oberwinder. When Chairman Dies discovered that Metcalf, 
or Oberwinder, while an investigator for the Dies committee, 
was also on the payroll of the Anti-Defamation League, Dies 
discharged him. 

It was with this background knowledge of Communist finagling 
with congressional committees that I first was faced with a 
demand by "congressional investigators" for the names of con- 
tributors to our campaign against communism. When I refused 
to comply, the so-called La Follette committee issued a subpena 
calling for production of the names. 

However, I never was given an opportunity to chal- 
lenge the subpena. Week after week the committee 
postponed the date of my appearance. I wired the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, John N. Garner, demanding the right 
to be heard. I appeared at a public hearing, and the 
committee refused to hear me, probably because in q 
public statement addressed to the committee and re- 
leased to the press, I promised to prove that the "com- 
mittee's activities are the culmination of a conspiracy 
entered into between John L. Lewis, representatives of 
Communist and other Red organizations, and the chair- 
man of the committee, Senator La Follette." You will 
find this statement in the Congressional Record of March 
29, 1938. 

Because the La Follette committee was authorized to investi- 
gate violations of civil liberties, and our activities had been con- 
flr.od to the publication of literature exposing communism, I said 
also: '"We challenge (the committee's) right to conduct an in- 
vestigation into our affairs. We question, likewise, the validity 
of its subpena. But out of respect for the Senate of the United 
States, we will appear in ai-swer to its summons. We stand 
ready to answer any and all questions pertaining to our activities. 
We could have no purpose in trying to hide them. We are proud 
of our accomplishments in the field of patriotic education." 

Months later, I got a brief note: "Subpena No. 10S2 d. t here- 
tofore served on you has been withdrawn." 

Obviously, somebody in authority connected with the com- 
mittee was afraid of what I might have had to say ; but you 
need draw no inference from the foregoing, because all the facts 
as to how the so-called La Toilette committee, or, to be more cor- 
rect, the Senate Civil Liberties Committee, came to be organized, 
and who ran the committee, are available in the tiles of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation.

On April 21, 194S, a member of the Anderson committee, the 
late Representative Ralph Church, in a speech on the floor of 
the House, not only substantiated the truth of my charges but 
added to them. He also introduced a resolution to rescind the 
citation for contempt voted against me, on the ground that the 
citation was not the legal act of the committee. 

In his speech Mr. Church declared that he sponsored the re- 
scinding resolution in an attempt "to rectify * * * an in- 
justice which resulted from the fact that outsiders managed 
somehow to inject themselves into the affairs of the so-called 
Anderson Committee on Campaign Expenditures, of which I was 
a member." 

Congressman Church told how false information had 
been planted with the committee, how important testi- 
mony had been deleted from the printed record without 
the knowledge of the members of the committee, and 
how documents had been removed from the committee's 
files. 

(It is significant that during my recent trial the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives, in response to a subpena, reported that 
he was unable to find in the riles of the Buchanan committee any 
of the memoranda called for and which the court had ruled was 
pertinent to my defense. The Clerk also disclosed that the tran- 
script of the minutes of the executive meetings of the Buchanan 
committee were also missing from the files.) 

fn his speech Mr. Church told the House of Representa- 
tives that the documents missing from the Anderson com- 
mittee files had been taken by one James H. Sheldon, 
whom he accused of having manipulated the Anderson 
committee for subversive purposes. He named Sheldon 
as an organizer for the American League Against War 
and Fascism, "the largest and most active of the Com- 
munist movements which was identified as a subversive 
Communist front by the Department of Justice." He said 
also that Sheldon was a "front" for the "International 
Labor Defense, which was branded as the legal arm of 
the Communist Party by former Attorney General Biddle." 

FBI files on "Prof." or "Dr."' Sheldon will, no doubt, show also 
that Sheldon attended an .international Communist conference 
behind the iron curtain in 194S, that his organization, the so- 
called Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League To Champion Human 
Bights, had been financed, at the time of the Anderson committee 
hearings, by a wealthy alien refugee, and that Sheldon and bis 
organization noted as f runts for the Communist aiding Anti- 
Defamatiou League. 

A memorandum in the files of your Washington office will dis- 
close that, following' my conviction in this previous case, this 
same James H. Sheldon volunteered to supply your office with 
a complete report on me and my activities, and that the offer 
was turned down after the Department of Justice had advised 
the chief probation officer that Sheldon represented a ''pinkish'' 
organization and that if his report was accepted lie might claim 
that he had something to do with putting Joe Kamp in jail. 

It would appear from this that: the Department of Justice was 
well informed about Sheldon, about bis organization, and about 
his methods. The Justice Department knew, also, that Sheldon

munist, Leo pressniak an organization branded by the ehairm 
of the Committee on Un-American Activities as a "cover v 
for the Communist ; Tarty conducting a campaign to desti 
the Americajn systeni of government. 

It; is of aflded moment that among the organizations opei 
affiliated with Mr. Buchanan's unit were the Communist-aid 



sive and Communist by the Attorney General, and recently dis- 
banded by the State of New York because of its Communist 
identity, the Young Communist League of West Pennsylvania, 
and five local units of the Communist Party. 

Furthermore, Mr, Buchanan owed his election to Congress to 
four leading Communists in his district, two of whom have since 
been indicted for refusing to tell the Committee on Un-American 
Activities if they are, or were, Communists. And the Communist 
newspaper, the Daily Worker, endorsed "Frank Buchanan, who 
has a good record, particularly in his fight against the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee." 

So that you may more easily check with the FBI as to the truth 
of my charges, the four Communists referred to above as having 
been mainly responsible for the selection of Frank Buchanan as 
a candidate for Congress are T. J. Fitzpatrick, Frank Panzio, 
Joseph Godfrey, and Albert Smith. And the meeting of the pro- 
visional section committee of the Communist Party at which his 
candidacy was initiated was held at Croatian Hall, McKeesport, 
Pa., on November 15, 1946. 

It may or may not be a coincidence that two former aides of 
the Communists' candidates for President and Vice President in 
the last election were the most important members of the 
Buchanan committee's staff. Lucien Hilmer, staff director, was 
an employee of Henry A. Wallace, and Jerome Spingarn, in 
charge of research, was in the office of Senator Glen H. Taylor. 
Hilmer had also been the attorney for George Shaw Wheeler, 
the American traitor who, just last year, denounced the United 
States, and then fled behind the iron curtain. 

It is not o coincidence, however, that Louis Little was 
named a committee's counsel for the sole purpose of 
investigating the patriotic organizations the Communists 
have long been determined to destroy. Little had been 
the attorney for Amerca's leading Communist propa- 
gandist, John L. Spivak, a protege of Walter Winchell. 

In response to the public invitation by Chairman Buchanan, 
published in the New York Times, in which he said that the 
Buchanan committee was holding its public hearing to give the 
representatives of these patriotic organizations an opportunity 
"to answer why they refused to give our investigators informa- 
tion concerning their financial angels," I prepared and offered a 
statement explaining our position, but Chairman Buchanan re- 
fused to hear me. 

Two days later, however, Congressman Clare E. Hoffman, 
of Michigan, presented my statement to the House of Representa- 
tives; and it appears in the Congressional Record of June 8, 
1950. Among other things, it calls attention to the fact that 
the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation League had its agent on 
the Buchanan committee staff. I told the Buchanan committee : 

"He is your chief counsel, Louis Little. He is a member of 
B'nai B'rith, which in itself is a reputable fraternal organization 
to which many good Americans of the Jewish faith belong, but, 
like the labor unions and the Government, the B'nai B'rith has 
been infiltrated by Communist agents. They are in control of its 
committee, the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, which 
does the dirty work for the Communists. Aside from its pro- 
Communist complexion, the Anti-Defamation League is a vile 
racket which promotes hate, breeds intolerance, and maintains 
Its own sinister gestapo spy network. Respectable Jews are 
ashanifd of it. Alert Americans of the Jewish faith bitterly 
dfnnr.nfp it. 
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"It is headed by ^ew York Supreme Court Justice Meier Stein- 
brink, and has otjher reputable window dressing; but it is 
made up largely <j>f thieves, spies, racketeers, and character 
assassins. * * *i j 

"Two months ago| the B'nai B'rith, of which your chilef counsel 
is a member, was given an editorial dressing down by the Jewish 
Daily Forward for the procojmmunism and libels against America 
which appeared inlits monthly magazine. 

"Three months a^o the Anti-Defamation League of B nai B'rith 
issued its annual report in t|he form of a smear book w lich made 
violent and vicious] false attacks against the leading movements 
fighting comnmnisrji in the tlnited States. The book, A Measure 
of Freedom, was 'plugged' day after day by Walter W nchell. 

"The author of the bookl and the chief director of the Anti- 
Defamation Leagufe of B'nai B'rith is a man who cal|ls himself 
Arnold Forster. j i 

"If you can get president Truman to let you look a|t the FBI 
files, you will discover that Forster's right name is Fastenberg, 
and that he was a member lof the Communist spy rinj . 

Your office, unlike Congress, does not nave to ask President 
Truman's permission to get the FBI's information >n Arnold 
Forster. FBI reports are [available to you for the purpose of 
advising the court in matters pertaining to cases Within the 
court's jurisdiction^ j 

Because it was (of no direct concern to the Buchknan com- 
mittee I did not cajll attention, in my statement, to th i fact that

Forster's report. ;It is of pterest in this matter, however, be- 
cause during my rejcent trial an attempt was made to introduce in 
evidence photostat^ of other letters and documents (one of which 
had been forged) J which the prosecution's witness brazenly de- 
clared he knew h^d been itolen from my files. {The prosecu- 
tor's witness, Benedict F. Fitzgerald, Jr., who had been counsel 
to the Buchanan) committee, had received his appointment 
through the good Offices of ♦ * *.) Although the court ex- 
cluded the photostats of the stolen documents, the incident is of 
significance, becaute of tbep* obvious source, and the ittempt to 
use them in furtherance ofl the Communist conspiracy indicated 
herein. ! 

In my statement I also told the Buchanan committee how the 
information secured by its{ investigators was being used in an 
attempt to destroy or interfere with the efforts o: patriotic 
organizations by killing ott their financial support, I charged 
that the Friends of Democracy was already boasting that it had 
the names of contributors to organizations which the Buchanan 
committee was thejn investigating. I cited a confidential memo- 
randum sent by tlje Friends of Democracy to its principal sup- 
porters. I told the commijttee : 

"This memorandum was sent out after your investigators had 
started going through the tiles of at least two of the organizations 
named. It is significant tp me that this miscalled Friends nf 
Democracy was ab^e to boast to its supporters that 'a list of such 
contributors has b^en obtained and Friends of Democracy is in 
the midst of a project of approaching these contributors. * * * 
Letters are being sent to tlae boards of directors of the corpora- 
tions. * * * Some of the meetings of the boards df directors 
of these big corporations have already been attended * * * 
when this project js completed, Friends of Democracy is certain 
that 70 to 75 percent of the support of these subversive groups

facturers/' 

Lest there he any question as to the kind of ''subversive" organ- 
izations the Friends of Democracy was determined to put out of 
business, let me recall, as an example, that the chief sponsor of 
Freedoms Foundation is Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

As for Friends of Democracy, I have already identified its 
president as a former editor and part owner of the Communist 
weekly, New Masses. An even better idea of its Communist 
complexion can he had by observing that IT members of its 
national committee have a total of 101 Communist-front citations 
in the files of the Committee on Vn-American Activities, includ- 
ing 54 affiliations with organizations designated as ''subversive 
and Communist" by the Attorney General 

There is one other development which, while it may be a mat- 
ter solely for the consideration of the court, is nevertheless 
pertinent to the subject of this letter, as a further indication of 
the lengths to which the subversive elements will go in order to 
achieve their dishonorable and disloyal ends. During the 4 
days of my trial the prosecutor and the prosecutor's witness 
were in constant consultation, right in the courtroom, with the 
attorney, and director of the Washington office, of the Anti- 
Defamation League. 

It may be perfectly proper for the Government prose- 
cutor, William Hitz, to accept the advice onel counsel of 
more competent legal talent; but it is noteworthy that the 
attorney in this instance, one Herman Edelsberg, was a 
member of the National Lawyers Guild, a Communist- 
front cited by the Committee on Un-American Activities 
as "the foremost legal bulwark of the Communist Party, 
its front organizations, and controlled unions/' and which 
"since its inception has never failed to rally to the legal 
defense of the Communst Party and individual members 
thereof, including known espionage agents. 1 ' 

Before his appointment as the Washington director of the 
Ami-Defamation League, Herman Edelsberg was thrown out as 
counsel of the United Gas, Coke and Chemical AYorkers, CIO, 
because of his Communist connections. His wife, incidentally, 
was a member of the Washington Book Shop, cited as "subversive 
and Communist" by the Attorney General. 

At the beginning of my trial a member of the jury panel, one 
Hytnan Goidblau, admitted membership in Bnai B'rith, and 
characterized the Anti-Defamation League as "our organization/' 
As a result he was stricken from the jury. But he remained in 
the courtroom during the entire trial, conferred constantly with 
Herman Edelsberg and was seen talking with live different mem- 
bers of my jury at various times during the trial. Whether he 
said anything that may have iniluenced the jury against me may 
never be known.

Sen. Duff Calls Truthful

That some of General Ei- 
senhower's supporters will 
make a last minute attempt 
to confuse the 1952 issue by 
raising the phony charge of 
'Fascist, 'anti-Semite* and 'bi- 
got' against the General's op- 
ponents is seen in Senator 
James H. Duff's attack on the 
Taft campaign on March 5th. 

Senator Duff, in a lecture 
at Town Hall, New York, 
singled out John E. Willey of 
Portland, Maine, a Taft sup- 
porter, as his target. 

Willey, according to Sena- 
tor Duff, declared: "the backers 
of Gen. Eisenhower for Presi- 
dent are international bankers, 
and showmen, bathing beau- 
ties, showgirls and Left Wing- 
ers are supporting him." 

According to the Pennsyl- 
vania Senator, such a state- 
ment is an evidence of 'Hitler- 
iari technique' and 'un-Ameri- 
can'. 

The absurdity of Duff's tir- 
ade is proved by the fact that 
everything which Mr. Willey 
is alleged to have said is a 
matter of public record. The 
Maine man could have made 
his statement much stronger, 
without stretching the truth, 
as may be seen in this issue 
of Headlines. 

Previous false charges that 
Eisenhower opponents were 
using 'smears' which appeared 
in two Left. Wing New York 
dailies, the Post and the Com- 

S&ss, show that the Duff out- 
urst is a calculated move by 
Ike's backers to introduce ugly 
smear tactics into the cam- 
paign. The Post and the Com- 
pass are old hands at the 
smear game. _ _ * 

Taft and MacArthur sup- 
porters may expect the mud- 
guns to go to work on them 
as the convention nears. While 
all decent Americans deplore 
the raising of religious and 
minority issues in a campaign 
which should be conducted on 
the plane of honest debate, 
General Ike has too many pro- 
fessional poison-pen experts 
in his entourage to keep such 
filth out of the campaign.

"Progressive, reform," of 
course, is only Left Wing gob- 
bledegook for Marxist Social- 
ism.

Ex-Fascist 'Ghost-Writer' 
For Roosevelt Wrote Truman 
Speeches in 1948 Campaign 



Master-minding the publi- 
city for the Eisenhower-for- 
President Committee in Wash- 
ington is one John Franklin 
Carter, better known under 
his pen name, Jay Franklin. 

Carter is the prize weather- 
vane of, American politics. His 
ideological shifts and turns 
have literally boxed the com- 
pass. 

In 1933, after a career as a 
newspaperman in Washington, 
he visited Europe and became 
enamored of the Fascist sys- 
tem, then thriving under Mus- 
solini. He returned to New 
York to announce to the press 
that he planned to organize 
a 'Nationalist' movement in 
the United States. He appoint- 
ed a few local gauleiters, but 
getting little response, soon 
wearied of the Fascist pro- 
ject. 

He next came to the sur- 
face as an ardent New Dealer. 
During the first two Roosevelt 
administrations, he was the 
Walter Winchell of the early 
New Deal. His columns were 
fervent paeans of praise of 
Rooseveltism. In between, he 
found time to dash off a eulo- 
gistic biography of pro-Com- 
munist Fiorello H. La Guar- 
dia, Sidney Hillman's lawyer, 
who became Mayor of New 
York, and Director of 
U.N.R.R.A. 

In the 1944 campaign, Car- 
ter was a ghost writer for 
Roosevelt, and was one of the 
big men in the White House 
entourage. 

After F.D.R.'s reelection, he 
made the mistake of writing 
an article for a national^ week- 
ly in which he revealed some 
White House confidences and 
fell from New Deal favor. 

However, in the 1948 cam- 

Saign he was writing Fair 
»eal speeches for Truman. 
He next hit the headlines 
when Governor Tom Dewey 
hired him to handle Dewey 
publicity in Albany.

Red Rag First 
Newspaper to

Paper Financed By *AngeP 
Of Henry Wallace Campaign

The first newspaper *in the 
United States to start the

"The candidacy 
of General Eisenhower," they 
write, "is an international 
ievent of the first magnitude."

Leonard Finder Was Officer 
Of Under Cover Political 
Movement Run By Ex-Red Spy 

The man who initiated the 1948 
boom for Ike, and who played a 
major role in getting the current 
campaign started, is Leonard V. 
Finder, who, interestingly enough, 
was entirely unheard of before he 
emerged as Eisenhower's sponsor. 

Last fall, Mr. Finder wrote an 
article for Collier's, with the title 
'WHY IKE WILL RUN', which 
appeared in its issue of Nov. 3rd. 
An editor's note modestly identi- 
fied Mr. Finder as "a lawyer, jour- 
nalist and businessman.'^ 
, But despite his seeming, unim- 
portance, Leonard "V. Finder rep- 
resents the most powerful and 
sinister under, cover political move- 
ment in the United States. Until 
shortly before he first suggested 
Ike for President, Mr. Finder was 
'Director and Secretary* of the New 
York headquarters of the Ami- 
Defamation- League of B'nai B'rith. 

That General Eisenhower was 
not unaware of Mr. Finder's true 
identity is indicated by the fact 
that when the General decided 
against running for the Republican 
nomination in 1948, instead of 
conveying his decision to the Chair-

The New York Times of that 
date describes Goldsmith as "a 
wealthy business man who in 1948 
headed the Harold E. Stassen sup- 
porters in this city." 

But Goldsmith 'is not - just a 
wealthy business man (who manu- 
factures spark plugs for the Army 
and Navy), he is a sinister charac- 
ter who acts as a secret agent and 
fixer for the Communist-aiding 
Anti-Defamation League, whose 
smear campaigns against anti- 
Communists are directed, by one 
Arnold Forster, who has been iden- 
tified in the Congressional Record 
of October 20, 1951, as a member 
of the Communist spy ring.

which defeated Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler. A Congressional report 
exposing this plot was suppressed. 

In 1948, he scored another win 
by helping defeat Senator Chapman 
Revercomb in West Virginia, by 
financing distribution of slanderous 
and vicious smears. 

In 1950, -he financed the distri- 
bution of scurrilous literature in 
Nevada in an unsuccessful attempt 
to defeat Senator Pat McCarrah, 
author of the Communist control 
law, the McCarran Act.

His father was a partner 
in the. Wall Street firm of J. 
S. Bache & Co. He is a grand- 
son of- Isidor Straus, the emi- 
nent philanthropist. 

His internationalism stems 
from his early life in Europe. 
At 14, he knew every jockey 
in Pa'risriost'few^bets on the 
races, owned a race horse in 
partnership with a negro joc- 
key named Sam Bush. Then 
he won the British Boys Golf 
Championship, and was 
bounced out of Oxford Uni- 
versity in his second year. 

Elsa Maxwell, cafe society 
columnist, characterized Stu 
Scheftel as "one of the sur- 
vivors of the 'Prince of Wales 
set'." 

When World War II start- 
ed, he tried to enlist in the 
army but was rejected be- 
cause of a disability caused by 
too much golfing and steeple- 
chasing, an English form of 1 
horse racing.

It has many times been pub- 
lished that Harry Hopkins, the 
outstanding evil genius of the 
Roosevelt Administration, was 
General Eisenhower's fairy 
god-father* responsible for his 
meteoric rise in rank. If this 
is true, it explains the close 
friendship which existed be- 
tween them. 

Hopkins was a registered 
Socialist, a confirmed pro- 
Communist, and a slavish 
idolator of Red Russia. 

When he became adminis- 
trator of WPA, he appointed 
notorious Communists as top 
executives, to run the projects. 

When he became head of 
Lend-Lease to Russia, he sent 
the Soviets, in violation of the 
law, untold millions in sup- 
plies that had nothing to do 
with winning the war against 
Germany, but which helped 
Russia to prepare for war 
against the United States. 

A man and his wife, the 
Rosenbergs, are now in the 
death house at Sing Sing 
prison awaiting execution for 
having sent atom bomb secrets 
to Soviet Russia. Harry Hop- 
kins, months before 'the Ro- 
senbergs became Red spies, 
sent the atom bomb know- 
how to Moscow with a note 
which said: "Had a hell of 



a time getting these away 
from (General) Groves." 

And Harry Hopkins person- 
ally told Maj. George Racey 
Jordan to expedite a shipment 
of uranium that Russia need- 
ed to make its first atom 
bomb. (Documentary proof of 
all this will appear in the 
book, 'From Major Jordan's 
Diaries', to be released next 
month). 

Not much can be said for 
General Eisenhower's judge- 
ment when he paid such high 
tribute to Hopkins in his book, 
and on another occasion wrote: 

"Harry Hopkins will always 
live in my memory as a great 
personality, as a wonderful 
friend and an invaluable pub- 
lic servant."

Straight is now national 
head of the American Veter- 
ans Committee, a left wing, 
pro-Truman outfit.

Although General Eisenhow- 
er is an outspoken anti-Com- 
munist, for some reason best 
known to himself Ke selected 
as a ghost writer of his 
book, Crusade in Europe, a 
man who has been identified 
by five separate witnesses be- 
fore the Senate Internal Sec- 
urity subcommittee as a form- 
er member of the Communist 
Party, and a Soviet agent. 

Joseph F. Barnes, the Eisen- 
hower 'ghost,' has been named 
by former Communists Louis 
F. Budenz, Whittaker Cham- 
bers, General Alexander Bar- 
mine, Mrs. Hede Massing and 
Dr. Karl A. Wittfogel as a 
man known to them as a Com- 
munist, during "the period of 
their own party membership. 

He has been a life-time in- 
timate of both Frederick Van- 
derbilt Field and Owen Latti- 
more, both of whom have been 
identified as Communists. 
Barnes married Field's ex-wife 
Kathleen who, herself, recently 
fell back upon her constitu- 
tional right of non-self-incrim- 
ination when asked by the 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee if she had ever been 
a member of the Communist 
Party. 

During the early 1930s, 
Barnes was a partner with 
Field in 'Open Road/ a travel 
agency specializing in con- 
ducted tours of Soviet Russia. 
He authored several articles 
which appeared in the New 
Masses and Soviet Russia To- 
day, official Communist Party 
publications. 

In 1948 he was publisher of 
the short-lived successor to the 
newspaper PM, the New York 
STAR, a daily which followed 
the appease-Russia line in 
foreign policy. Previously, as 
a member of the editorial staff 
of the New York Herald Trib- 
une, his influence caused the 
paper to slant all the news 
about China in favor of Mao 
Tse-tung and the Chinese 
Communists. When, the dis- 
patches of A. T. Steele, vet- 
eran Herald Tribune China 
correspondent, did not favor 
the Chinese Communists to 
suit Barnes, he was transfer- 
red t and his post given to 
Christopher Rand, who was 
more willing to follow Barnes' 
guidance. 

In 1950, when Owen Latti- 
more was identified before the 
Tydings Committee as a Com- 
munist, Joe Barnes headed a 
committee of Leftists and be- 
fuddled 'liberals 1 who raised 
money and disseminated pub- 
licity championing Lattimore. 

Despite this notorious record 
of pro-Communist activity, ex- 
tending back over twenty

years. General Eisenhower 
chose Barnes to help him pre- 
pare his Crusade in Europe, 
He has been silent about his 
editorial helper throughout the 
successive testimony of wit- 
nesses before the Internal Sec- 
urity subcommittee supplying 
proof of Barnes 1 Stalinism.

That General Eisenhower, 
for all his experience with 
Communism abroad, is as 
purblind as President Tru- 
man in recognizing individual 
Communists in America, when 
he encounters them, was un- 
happily shown during the two 
years of his Presidency at 
Columbia University. 

For onany years Columbia, 
with its propinquity to the 
New York nerve center of 
American Communism, has 
been a refuge of Communist 
and pro-Communist' teachers. 
Repeatedly,, undeV the admin-* 
istrations of General Eisen- 
hower's predecessors at Co- 
lumbia, patriotic organizations 
and even the Alumni Associa-. 
tion had pointed out to uni- 
versity authorities the pres-

'fronters' on the faculty. But, 
little or no action had resulted. 

When General Eisenhower 
became President in 1948, bet- 
ter results were expected of 
him. Especially when, on June 
8, 1949, as one of 20 educa- 
tors on the Educational Poli- 
cies Committee of the N.E.A. 
he signed a report declaring 
that Communists should be ex- 
cluded from teaching positions 
in American public and pri- 
vate schools, a clean-up at 
Columbia was anticipated* 

Unfortunately, after enun- 
ciating this realistic national 
policy, the General did abso- 
lutely nothing to enforce it in 
his own university. 

Documented information was 
supplied to Eisenhower nam-- 
ing at least 87 Columbia fac- 
ulty members, both active and 
emeritus, who liad records of 
affiliation™ Tvitte Communist or 
Communist front activities. 
Some of these, concededly, 
were 'innocents' who had en- 
dorsed Communist causes 
without fully understanding 
what they were doing. But of 
the total number, at least 20 
had records of such repeated 
affiliation with successive 
Communist fronts as to leave 
little doubt of their Commu- 
nist character. 

Among these were five Col- 
umbia professors who had 
openly sponsored the Cultural 
and Scientific Conference for 
World Peace in March, 1949.

This was the 'Conference* 
which staged a pro- Soviet 
demonstration at the 'Waldorf-

was so extraordinary that it 
was impossible that the five 
Columbia endorsers could have 
failed to realize that they 
were aiding a Communist ac- 
tivity.

Stern, a , lecturer on sociol- 
ogy, has a record of affiliation 
with 31 Communist fronts. 
Under the assumed name of 
Bennett Stevens he wrote, 
"The Church and the Work- 
ers," a Marxist attack on re- 
ligion which was published by 
International Publishers, offi- 
cial Communist Party publish- 
ing subsidiary. 

Miss Weltfish, lecturer on 
anthropology, was president of 
the Congress of American Wo- 
men, which was named as 
Communist by the Department 
of Justice. She was the signer 
of a statement published in 
the Daily Worker on Feb. 28, 
1947, defending Gerhart Eis- 
ler, agent of the Communist 



International. She appeared at 
the courthouse in 1949 during 
the trial of the 11 Communist 
Party leaders, heading a* dele- 
gation of women supporting 
the Communist defendants. 
She has 33 citations, in U. S. 
Government files, for sponsor- 
ship of Communist move- 
ments. 

Miss Brewster, associate pro- 
fessor of English has 38 cita- 
tions. Van Doren, professor 
of English, has 19 citations. 
Rautenstrauch (since 
deceased) had 62 citations. 

Other notorious pro- Com- 
munists on the Columbia fa- 
culty in 1949 were Robert S. 
Lynd, professor of sociology, 
Corliss Lamorit, lecturer on 
philosophy^ Leslie C. Dunn; 
professor of zoology, Abraham 
Edel, lecturer on philosophy, 
Paul P. Brissenden, professor 
of economics, Phillip Klein, 
professor of social work, Har- 
ry Grundfest, asociate profes- 
sor of neurology, Ernest J. 
Simmons, professor of Rus- 
sian Literature, Boris M. 
Stanfield, assistant professor 
of education, Donald G. Tew- 
kesbury, professor of educa- 
tion, Edith P. Claflin, lecturer 
on Latin and Goodwin Wat« 
son, professor of education. 

Although all these facts 
were pointed out to General 
Eisenhower, he did nothing. 
The pro-Communist teachers 
are still brazenly holding 
forth at Columbia, and Gen-- 
eral Eisenhower is still Presi- 
dent of Columbia.

Americans, alarmed at the

Bombarded and riddled with 
indignant protests from Left- 
ist teachers and their friends, 
the Commission, four months 
later, reconsidered its action 
and issued a second statement. 

In this October 8th policy 
statement, the Commission 
virtually ate its brave June 
words.

Gen. Ike Accepts 
Endowment from 
Commy Poland 



During his brief career as 
President of Columbia Univer- 
sity General Eisenhower made 
at least one extremely un- 
fortunate decision. 

In 1948, the Communist 
puppet government of Poland 
offered Columbia a grant of 
$30,000 as an endowment for a 
'Chair of Polish Studies'. Al- 
though faculty members as 
well as anti-Communist Poles 
„ warned the General that this 
would mean the creation of a 
Communist propaganda center 
under the sponsorship of Col- 
umbia, General Eisenhower 
accepted the grant, and the 
Adam Mickiewicz Chair was 
established. 

Dr. Arthur P. Coleman, an 
assistant professor in Colum- 
bia's Slavic Languages De- 
partment for twenty years, 
was so shocked by this decision 
that he resigned from the Cok 
umbia faculty on July 11, 1948. 

In. resigning, Dr. Coleman 
declared that the new Polish 
chair would be a pipeline for 
the bootlegging of Communist 
ideas to Columbia students. 

To fill the chair, Dr. Man- 
fred Kridl, formerly of Smith 
College, was appointed. Dr. 
Kridl has been described by 
Prof. Sigmund Sluszka, of 
Queens College, as a 'noted 
Marxist.' 

General Eisenhower accept 
ted Dr. Coleman's resignation, 
and defended the Kridl ap- 
pointment. 

On August 21, 1949, Odro- 
zenie, official Communist Po- 
lish literary weekly) confirmed^ 
the Communist hand in this 
appointment when it reported : 
"Our government entrusted 
the Chair to the excellent 
scholar, Dr. Manfred Kridl." 



do harm to an important safe- 
guard of freedom in education."

The first step , in this plan 
Steel writes, is to get the Re- 
publican nomination for Ike, 
by hook or crook. Then, when 
the Democratic convention 
meets later, President Truman 
will go before, ,the convention 
and, in- 'the name* of^'unityV- 
ask the Democrats to nomin- 
ate Eisenhower as well. 

The pay-off in this plan, ac- 
cording to Steel, is that Eisen- 
hower must promise to con- 
tinue Dean Acheson as Secre- 
tary of State, if he is to get 
Truman's nod.

ABILENE, Kas., Mar. 8 — 
In his first public speech here, 
General Dwight Eisenhower 
declared himself a Democrat, 
probably for life.

Lodge, man- 
ager of the Eisenhower cam- 
paign, that the General was a 
lifelong Republican. 

Eisenhower made his declar- 
ation at a rally of 'The Young 
Men's Democratic Club' Nov.

"the interests." 

This maiden speech, deliver- 
ed in his youth, on the sub- 
ject 'The Student in Politics,' 
discloses the reason for Ike's 
present affinity and admiration 
for Me-too Republicans.

"The young "man also'"S5es" 
that the more honest and* fear-

Preferred Not To Register 
As a Republican and Voted

Only once has the Republi- 
can Party nominated a man 
for President who was not a 
Republican (Wendell L. Wil- 
lkie in 1940), and it lived to 
regret it.

The registra- 
tion records for 1949 and 1950 
show that Eisenhower regis- 
tered twice without designa- 
ting himself as a Republican. 
This is an unusual thing to 
do, if a voter regards himself 



Party Leader

OMAHA, NEB., Jan. 8 — 
Former Nebraska Democratic

Serious dif- 
ferences in convictions * • > 
scarcely need^ to be dragged 
into the public forum in the 
petty hope of capturing a 
fleeting local" acclaim." 

It was an offensive attempt 
to belittle MacArthur, but it 
merely emphasized that Ike, 
if he had the power of the 
Presidency, might rival both 
Roosevelt and Truman in cen- 
soring and hiding internation- 
al skullduggery, political cor- 
ruption and treasonous stupid- 
ity from the American people. 



Party Couldn't Hit Truman 
Where He Is Weakest With 
His Pal Ike As The Nominee 

The decision which the Re- 
publican Party must make at 
its Chicago convention this 
June is whether or not to 
make foreign policy the key 
issue of the 1952 election. 

If it decides to stake its 
fate on foreigi) policy, Repub- 
lican victory will be certain 
and overwhelming:. The Tru- 
man administration cannot 
face the people on the issue 
of Achesonism, a betrayed 
China,*a lost Korean war, and 
the shame of the MacArthur 
dismissal.

The Republi- 
can Party made this same 
mistake in 1940, in 1944 and 
again in 1948; each time, si- 
lence on foreign policy cost it 
an election which could have 
been won. 

Disregarding this bitter ex- 
perience, the alleged Republi- 
cans behind Ike now foolishly 
suggest that the G.O.P. again 
commit this same identical 
fatal blunder. 

Actually, General Eisenhow- 
er is the weakest candidate 
whom the Republicans could 
name in Chicago. A glance 
at his career shows definitely 
that he could not possibly 
wage a winning campaign 
against the Democrats. 

Eisenhower's whole career 
has been inseparably identified 
with the very policies of 
Rooseveltism and Trumanism 
which the Republicans must 
challenge and discredit if they 
are to succeed.

He 
obediently rubber-stamped the 
policies of betrayal of Chiang 
Kai-shek and appeasement of 
Mao Tse-tung, which have led 
to our present tragic plight 
in Korea and the Far East. 

(4) He was honored by Tru- 
man again in 1950 by being 
selected, through American 
insistence, as the Supreme 
Commander of NATO. When 
General MacArthur was sum- 
marily dismissed from his

. WASHINGTON, March 3 — 
According to publicity released 
by 'I Like Ike* headquarters 
here, General Eisenhower con- 
siders inflation — not corrup- 
tion, not war with Russia or 
the spread, of Communism, 
not the plight of American 
'UN' forces in Korea — the 
"No 1 problem" facing the 
people of the United States. 

He believes the challenge is 
"to clear up the concision in 
people's minds as tcKwhat in- 
flation is and what it is not — 
to face up to inflation and 
make up our minds how to 
deal with it."

It was at a private dinner 
of Republican leaders at the 
F Street Club in Washington 
in late 1947. Among those 
present were Senators Taft, 
Vandenberg and Bridges. Ike 
was already being talked 
about for the Presidency by 
Messrs Finder, McCrary, 
Scheftel & Co. and fylt called 
upon to give his views on 
problems facing the nation. 
When he got around to in- 
flation he proposed a novel 
solution. 

The industrialists and other 
leaders of the national econ- 
omy could easily lick inflation, 
Eisenhower said. "They could 
do it readily," he declared, "by 
jointly and voluntarily agree- 
ing to forego all profits for a 
year ... or for two years, 
if necessary." 

There was no balancing sug- 
gestion that labor and other

In a" year which is acutely 
sensitive to the echo of favor- 
itism and deals in the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, General 
Eisenhower would be a vul- 
nerable candidate for the Re- 
publican Party to present.

When a recent Newsweek 
article intimated that Douglas 
MacArthur was favorable to 
General Eisenhower as the 
Republican candidate for the 
Presidency it brought a 
prompt denial from .General 
MacArthur, along, with the 
statement that he 'Likes Ike'. 

After admitting a warm, 
personal friendship for Gen. 
Eisenhower, based upon their 
long military association, Gerr. 
MacArthur emphatically de- 
clared : 

"I do not support his candi- 
dacy for political office as I 
have not the slightest knowl- 
edge of .his political beliefs 
or his views on many grave 
issues which now confront our 
nation." 

a peaceful Germany ever con- 
ceived." 

At this conference, attended 
by Morgenthau, White, Win- 
ant and Smith, among others, 
Eisenhower declared that no 
distinction, should be made be- 
tween the German people and 
their rulers, and that after 
the fall of Germany, he would 
like to "see things made good 
and hard for them for a while." 

While it was in the publi- 
city spotlight, the 'Plan' had 
disastrous consequences to the 
Allied forces in Europe. The 
Germans, told bluntly that 
surrender meant permanent 
economic ruin, prolonged their 
resistance for seven months 
longer, at the cost of tens of 
thousands of American lives. 

This was just what the Rus- 
sians wanted. It allowed them 
to get their armies into Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and 
Czechoslavakia before the end 
of the war, and to build up 
their Irorf Curtain domain.

Resented Criticism of Our 
Great Friend Soviet Russia 

In 1945, after the war was 
over, when Soviet Russia was 
acting up and becoming ex- 
tremely difficult to get along 
with, a considerable number 
of American newspapers called 
attention to the situation both 
in their editorials and in the 
news columns.

That Fall, the General was 
invited to Moscow, where he 
was wined, dined, decorated 
and honored in every possible 
way the Reds could think up.

He called the 
journals which were critical 
of Russia, 'crackpots' and told 
the Russians 'We must keep 
our sense of values and not be 
upset by a few crackpots.' "

It now appears that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower has commit- 
ted a blunder just as incre- 
dible as Dean Acheson's Til 
never tunu my back on Alger 
Hiss'. Ike has -publicly patted 
a Red on the back, a Red who 
"has an affinity for 'Commu- 
nist causes." ^ 

The recipient of Eisenhowv 
er's blessing was Philip C. 
Jessup, our Red-spangled Uni- 
ted Nations delegate, and au- 
thor of Acheson's infamous 
' White Paper* on China. * 

When Jessup was hailed be- 
fore the McCarran Committee 
last year for questioning con- 
cerning his embarrassing re- 
sponsibility for the Institute 
of Pacific Relations 1 pro-Red 
China propaganda, General 
Eisenhower sent a telegram 
warmly vouching for Jessup's 
loyalty and 'patriotism. 

In the course of the hear- 
ings, it was divulged that Jes- 
sup, at the November, 1949 
Far East conference at the 
State Department, told Har- 
old E. Stassen, one of the 
conferees, that the Owen Lat- 
timore -Lawrence K. Rosinger 
group at the conference "had 
the superior logic." Since then 
both Lattimore and Rosinger 
have been identified by cred- 
ible witnesses as former mem- 
bers of the Communist Party, 
and Rosinger, at least, in- 
dicated the truth of the "charge 
by falling back upon the con- 
stitutional non ~ incrimination 
plea, in* his refusal to deny or 
affirm Communist Party mem- 
bership. 

In the same hearings, Jes- 
sup 'Was caught in a deliberate 
falsehood, when he claimed 
,that~h(b had .nev,er 'considered' 
American recognition of the 
Chinese Communists. Actual- 
ly, he both * 'considered' and 
discussed such recognition in^ 
1949, with Senator H^AIex^ 
ander Smith and-others. 

Recently, in view of his 
equivocal performance when 
questioned about his Commu- 
nist associations and affilia- 
tions, the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations sub-committee refused 
to recommend Jessup's con- 
firmation for reappointment 
to the U N General Assembly, 
and when it was evident that 
an overwhelming Senate ma- 
jority would vote against him, 
his* name was not submitted 
and he was not confirmed. 

Eisenhower's sponsorship of 
such a tarnished, Red-tainted 
figure does not speak well 
either for his political judge- 
ment, or his clear-sightedness 
on Communism.

Davies Is Already Advising 
Ike on Important Matters 



If Eisenhower should be- 
come President, one man who 
would have important White 
House influence, is Joseph E. 
Davies, former American Am- 
bassador to Soviet Russia. - 

Davies is one of Ike's clos- 
est personal friends and back- 
ers. In his book Crusade in 
Europe, Davies is the. only 
civilian whom Ike publicly 
thanked for cooperation in 
preparing the book. Davies 
also handled financial arrange- 
ments, including the prefer? 
ential tax deal. 

As^an^author,^-Davies- him~- 
self made one of the greatest 
propaganda contributions to 
Communist Russia during the 
war. His book, Mission to 
Moscow untruthfully held up 
Soviet Russia to American 
readers as a democratic na- 
tion, with peaceful post-war 
intents. Hollywood made a 
movie version, heavily slanted 
in favor of Russia. 

Davies was a speaker at 
the February 22, 1943 cele- 
bration of the 25th anniver- 
sary of the Soviet Red Army 
held in New York by the Rus- 
sian propaganda magazine, 
Soviet Russia Today. He was 
a sponsor of the dinner given 
on October 27, 1943 by the 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Committee, which has been 
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cited as a Communist organ- 
ization by the Department of 
Justice, and whose officers 
were imprisoned in, 1950. 

A father-in-law and present 
law partner of ex-Senator Mil- 
lard F. Tydings, Davies was 
a malign influence in Tydings' 
decision to whitewash the 
Communists in the State De- 
partment, when he was chair- 
man of the sub-committee in- 
vestigating Senator McCar- 
thy's revelations in, 1950. 
Another law partner, Seth W. 
Richardson, was President 
Truman's chairman of the 
Loyalty Review Board, which 
cleared Remington, Service 
and other Communists on the 
Federal payroll. 

Since Reds in the Govern- 
"ment will be one of the major 
problems to confront the new 
President, it is difficult to see 
how Ike could deal effectively 
with the situation, if he should 
rely on the advice of friend 
Joe Davies and his partners.

ton Katz, Leonard V. Finder, 
Anna M. Rosenberg, Pearl 
Mesta and his brother, Milton 
S. Eisenhower. Some of this 
group would undoubtedly be 
invited into his cabinet. Others 
would have a hand in the cab- 
inet selections. 

Accordingly, if Eisenhower 
wins, we may anticipate the 
following cabinet choices:

being able to create it in 
practice." 

Since 'One World' fervor in 
America is as dead as the leg- 
endary dodo, the note which 
the magazine strikes is an un- 
fortunate one, politically 
speaking. 

The present editor of the 
United Nations World is 
Quentin Reynolds who fought 
the last war by making 
speeches at $2,000 a crack for 
the Garson brothers, later con- 
victed and jailed for war 
frauds.

His predecessor as editor, 
Louis Dolivet, an alien, was 
denied re-admission to the 
United States in 1950, when 
Government agencies unearth- 
ed evidence that he was "a 
dangerous Stalin ite agent." 

The editorial board of the 
magazine includes Robert E. 
Sherwood, Roosevelt's former 
ghost writer, who authored 
Harry Hopkins' biography, 
Mark Ethridge, who has held 
numerous New Deal posts, and 
Thomas Mann, with 13 Com- 
munist front citations in Gov- 
ernment files, who in late 1949 
went to the 1 Communist sector 
of Germany to accept a 
Goethe Prize from Stalin's 
emissaries; including Gerhardt 
Eisler. In 1948, Mann made 
campaign speeches endorsing 



the Presidential candidacy of 
Henry A. Wallace.

World Peace at the Waldorf-

The Eisenhower 'Bandwag- 
oneers' also include Arthur 
Loew, who with his associates 
contributed $31,500 to the 
Democratic National Commit- 
tee in 1949 and 1950; William 
Zeckendorf (the man respon- 
sible for establishing UN 
headquarters in New York), 
who contributed $4,000 to the 
Democratic National Commit- 



tee in 1949 and 1950; and Max 
KriendlerJ owner of the fab- 
ulous night club "21", who 
contributed to the 'National 
Committee for an Effective 
Congress', a smear organiza- 
tion that fought the re-elec- 
tion of anti-Communist Sena- 
tors. 

Another incongruous Eisen- 
howerite is Faye Emerson, 
who was a featured performer 
at the 'Bandwagon' noise-fest.

'that the delegates received a 
stunning telegraphic bombard- 
menHrom bankers, industri- 
alists, business men and other 
key people in their home com- 
munities demanding a Willkie 
nomination; The* 'galleries^of 
the convention hall were 
packed with 15,000 organized 
Willkie rooters. Under such 
pressure, the convention dele- 
gates numbly succumbed and 
Willkie was nominated. 

It is interesting to recall 
that some of the most hard- 
headed Republican profession- 
al politicians went along with 
the Willkie putsch in the be- 
lief that they were nominat- 
ing a man Avho would make 
a fighting campaign against 
Roosevelt.

~« j^gain, in 1944, when a dy^ 
mgTioosevelt was talked into 
making a "fourjh term race, 
the Republican^ Party, this 
time led by Dewey, had victory 
in its hands.

of his internationalist advis-. 
ors, Dewey submitted to the 
pressure, and threw away his 
chance for victory. 

Again in 1948, all indica- 
tions pointed to the certainty 
of a Republican victory. So, 
once more, the trick for 1 the 
internationalists was to get 
their man nominated on both 
tickets, as a safeguard against 
anv outcome. 

As the campaign got under 
way, there was no assurance* 
that Dewey, after his sorry 
,pexfomance,«in^Ji)44,^could r 
get the nomination for a sec- 
ond time. There was the pos- 
sibility that a nationalist, 
maybe Taft, might win out. 
Steps had to be taken to pre- 
vent it. Therefore, although 
left wing CIO leaders had 
been touting Eisenhower for 
the Democratic nomination for 
many months, the General ap-- 
neared in the Presidential race 
as a prospective Republican 
candidate. 

By this time Eisenhower had 
retired from the Armv and 
was President of Columbia 
University. He had secured 
this post through the good 
offices of the ardent interna-, 
tionalist. Thomas J. Watson, 
president of International 
Business Machines. Inc., 
who was chairman of Colum- 
bia's board of trustees. Wat- 
son, intimate friend of Frank- 
lin Roosevelt and heavy con- 



tributor to Democratic cam- 
paign chests, was reputedly 
the General's major political 
sponsor. 

The 'Draft Eisenhower* 
movement was headed by vir- 
tually unknown, but energetic 
young internationalist Stuart 
Scheftel, who came into prom- 
inence recently as the cam- 
paign coordinator for the 
Democrat, Rudolph Halley, 
who won the New York City 
Council Presidency on the Lib-, 
eral (Socialist) ticket. The 
only Republican of national 
importance connected with the 
group was Senator Charles 
Tobey of New Hampshire,, an 
internationalist with a perfect- 
New Deal voting record. 

Despite the absence of big 
name window dressing, the 
Eisenhower boom made con- 
siderable headway, but the 
Dewey candidacy also gained 
-ground* durin£*this~period*and^ 
the Taft campaign began to 
slow up. Then, on January 22, 
1948, Eisenhower sent a let- 
ter to Leonard V. Finder, an 
original promoter of the 
'draft' movement, declaring 
that he was not a candidate 
and announcing that his "de? 
cision to remove myself com- 
pletely from the political scene 
is definite and positive." 

Despite this statement, an 
important group of New Deal- 
ers, who distrusted President 
Truman's ability to win re- 
election, then launched a drive 
to give General Eisenhower 
the Democratic nomination. 
Leaders in this move were 
Chester Bowles (now Ambas- 
sador to India), Senator 
Claude (Red) Pepper (since 
defeated for re-election be- 
cause of his pro-Communist 
record), David Dubinsky (who 
raised funds to support the 
Communist forces in the Span- 
ish civil war), William 0'- 
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Dwyer (now Ambassador to 
Mexico), A. A. Berle, Jr. (now 
head of the Liberal ( Social- 
ist 4 Party in New York), 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr. 
(elected to Congress as a Lib- 
eral Party candidate and Vice- 
President of vi% Socialist 
front Americans xjr Democra- 
tic Action)', Helen Gahagan 
Douglas (who was defeated 
for election to the Senate be- 
cause of her pro- Communist 
affiliations and associations), 
James Roosevelt (who 'got 
his' trading -on White House 
influence) , , Chicago's 'Boss' 
Jake Arvey, Sen. Millard Tyd- 
ings (who was defeated for 
re-election because^ he white- 
washed Reds in the State De- 
partment) , New Jersey's 
'Boss' Frank Hague, and 
Adlai Stevenson, who later be- 
came a character witness for 
Alger Hiss. 

-J t ust before the Democratic 
convention, after President 
Truman had sent Ike's closest 
friend, George Allen, to ask 
the General not to run, Eisen- 
hower again declined to be a 
candidate. 

But the President's wishes, 
it seemSj were not the deciding 
factor in making up Ike's 
mind. It appears that Leonard 
V. Finder, the 'independent' 
who sparked the Republican 
'draft' for Ike, was an inter- 
mediary for the Democrats, 
too. In an article he wrote for 
Colliers, Nov. 3, 1951, Finder 
explains that Ike delayed his 
decision awaiting develop- 
ments in the three weeks be- 
fore the convention. He quotes 
Ike as telling him:, 

"If the Republicans were to 
name a reactionary, you know 
what my answer would have 
to*be." 

It was as simple as that. , 
It is interesting to note the 
curious make-up of the Eisen- 
hower supporters in 1948 — 
New Dealers, Me-too Republic 
xans^Cityjtnachine.politicians^ 
Left Wing intellectuals, So- 
cialists, pro-Communists and 
professional internationalists. 
The same incongruity has 
again exhibited itself in his 
1952 following. . 

Eisenhower's hot - and - cold 
attitude toward the 1948 nom- 
ination reflected the state of 
mind of his internationalist 
backers. With Dewey and Tru- 
man nominated on the two 
tickets, the internationalists 
were sitting pretty. Whoever 
won could be depended upon 
to carry on the international- 
ist policy. Eisenhower was kept 
in reserve. Dewey then closed 
the door to any discussion of 
internationalism in the cam- 
paign by announcing* that he 
would appoint John Foster 
Dulles, top internationalist, as 
his Secretary of State, if 
elected. Oh election day, dis-

to spotlight Eisenhower as the 
man of destiny. His appoint- 
ment to head NATO was to 
be the springboard for a tri- 
umphant return home, before 
the convention, as a national 
hero. It was believed by the 
internationalist master-minds 
that a demand for Ike, of 
tidal wave proportions, would 
zoom up during the closing 
months of 1951 and in early 
1952. The first Gallup polls in 
1951 seenied to indicate that 
such a groundswell was de- 
veloping. 

Then things began to hap- 
pen which blurred the picture.

Taft, undeterred by the Eisen- 
hower ballyhoo, went to the 
country and found the Repub- 
lican rank-and-file straining at 
the , leash for an all-out fight 
against Achesonism and 
Europe-Firstism. 

So the internationalists,, for 
the first time in years, face the 
nightmarish prospect of a cam- 
paign in which the Republican 
Party will make a clean-cut 
fight on the issue of America- 
first. There is every popular 
indication that such a cam- 
paign will sweep the country, 
regardless of whom the Demo- 
crats nominate. 

With the chips down, the 
internationalists can be expec- 
ted to hold nothing back in 
their desperate attempt, to put 
over Eisenhower in Chicago.
